Commission for Better Metro- 
politan City Today Listen 
to Pleas for Electrification 
of Steam Roads. 


PLAN IS PRESENTED 


Citizens From West Roxbury, 
Roslindale, Dorchester and 
Hyde Park Speak at Elear- 
ing at State ILouse. 


The joint commission which is con- 
sidering pluns for developing metropoli- 
tan Boston held public hearings at the 
State House today, when a number of 
suburban citizens told of improvements 
which could be made and be of benefit to 
all. 

WILLIAM B. LAWREACE spoke on 
the broad general subject of transporta- 
tion. Mr. Lawrence believes in ex- 
tensive harbor improvements which he 
‘says will benefit and increase the com- 
merce_of the city. 

JEAN P. NICKERSON of West Rox- 
bury, the depnd speaker, explained in a 
lengthy manner that the only way in 
which to solve the suburban transpor- 
tation problem was by electrifying the 
present steam railroads. He said that 
the service around Boston was exceed- 
ingly poor and could be improved upon 
if’ only the railroad companies would

Some of the Democratic leaders state 
their belief that there is a good oppor- 
tunity for the election of their candidate 
for (rovernor Noy. 2. Republicans are 
unable to conceive on what basis such 
an estimate is made. After taking a 
general survey of the probabilities, they 
conclude_ that Mr. Draper will be re- 
elected by a substantial majority. In- 
dividual estimates range anywhere from 
15,000 to 30,000. 

Last year Governor Draper received 
228,318 votes to 168,162 for Mr. Vahey. 
Tliat was 60,000 more votes for the Re- 
publican candidate than for the Demo- 
cratic. Of course this is an off. year,

The constitution of the United 


States says: 

“‘We the people in order 
to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic 
tranquillity, provide for the com- 
mon defence, promote the general 
welfare, and secure the bless- 
ings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity, do ordain and 
establish “this Constitution.” 


l‘urther, 
“The powers not delegated to 
the United States by the Consti- 
tution, nor prohibited by it to 
the States, are reserved to the 

States respectively, or to the 

people.” . 

Practically every state consti- 
tution begins thus: “We, the 
people do ordain and es- 
tablish.” 


T is well to recall the above fundamen- 
tal facts. The present heirs of our 
system of government who have found so 
good the plan established but little more 
than a century ago with so much wis- 
dom and patriotism, are in danger of tak- 
ing things too much for granted. What 
has been so well started will not con- 
tinue without intelligent, unremitting 
care. Our government, with all its splen- 
did institutions, will not run on automa- 
tically. It derives all its powers from 
the people. Its strength and support 
must come from the people still. 
An edueated citizenship is, therefore, 
the crying need of the age. It has been 
held in the past that it was enough to 
have those who “know their rights, and 
knowing, dare maintain.” But this is 
less than half of what is needed. He 
knows more and better, too, whose duties 
and opportunities as well as his privileges 
under the government are ever before 
him.

was big enough to undertake this duty, 
and that it is to the interests of all 
that each citizen be well taught and 
have the right understanding. The peo- 
ple have been and yet are intensely 
jealous of -the freedom of their public 
schools. While they have not forbidden 
those who desire to train their children 
up in narrower, more exclusive institu- 
tions, they have always insisted, it is 
now and probably always will be, the 
law of the land that there shall be free 
schools, that every child shall have the 
blessing of a rudimentary education. 


This public school idea, however, needs 
careful nurture. It has many new condi- 
tions to meet. There are many interests 
which look rather at the expense of it 
than the good from it. The liberal sup- 
port the schools receive attracts those 
who would profit by indirection. There 
are the extremists of every type to be 
reasoned with into proper cooperation. 
There is the growth of the nation itself 
and the changing requirements ynis 
makes on the schools to be met. In the 
political, economic, industrial, in the 
social, intellectual and even the recrea- 
tional life of the people vast changes are 
constantly occurring, and the schools 
must feel the effects. They must rise 
to the occasion. 


The trend of modern life is utterly 
away from those primitive simpler ideals 
of home prevailing when this govern- 
ment was established.. In larger and 
larger measure .the school is coming of 
necessity to take upon itself many func- 
tions which once were a part of the 
home. The teacher more and more 
stands in loco parentis to the- children 
of those who are living under the condi- 
tions our congested urban life imposes. 
Much of the opportunity of the child to 
get training at home in the practical 
things of life in public spirit and good 
citizenship is now gone. The fathers if 
not also the mothers are more away from 
home. The child never comes in contact 


® 


,with or to learn from them while at 


work and there is nothing for him to do 
at home. It is practically impossible 
for the parent of today to raise his 
children as he was raised. He must dele- 
gate euch of this general training in 
practical things and relations to the 
school. 

The earlier public school, meager as it 
seems to us today, met the demands 
upon it well. It has been trying with 
good success to keep pace with our ex- 
panding and increasingly complex modern 
life. It has changed prodigiously from 
the earlier models. Many an unpreten- 
tious high school now has a curriculum 
richer in educational contents and scope 
than some colleges of 50 years ago of- 
fered. And for all that is to be said 
against the school fads and failures of 
today, there are probably fewer mis- 
takes in our general educational policy 
than in any other department of human 
activity. Certainly no better system of 
education is known. By their fruits in 
citizenship the output of sectarian or 
private schools is not to be distinguished 
above the common run of the common 
schools. 

There has been almost a steady in- 
crease in the per capita population con- 
tribution to public schools since war 
times in the sixties. In 1870 this was 
$1.64. Ten years later the average was 
back to $1.56. The next decade it rose | 
to $2.24, and since then has been steadily | 
increasing, until now it runs close to $4. 
The total annual appropriation for each | 
pupil in the schools is now for all pur- 
poses about $27.98. About 20 per cent of 
the population is in school, presided over 
by about half a million teachers. The 
annual aggregate of funds for public pur- 
poses is now about $400,000,000, Eighty 
per cent of this money is raised by state 
and local direct taxation, about 60 per 
cent being raised in the district where 
the school is. The voter has the power 
at least every two years of approving or 
disapproving this tax by the election of 
taxing officials. The growth of school 
expenditures and taxation under the eir- 
cumstances shows how loyally the coun- 
try stands by this institution while the 
constant change and effort to improxe 
indicates how great is the interest in the 
schools and education. 

Wonderful progress has been made in 
consequence. Probably the whole educa- 
tional structure is being strengthened, 
added to, and improved as fast as-is 
good for it. Quite generally the law 
now compels children to attend until 
they can read and write and figure a 
little. It provides with books and other

182,037 votes, while Mr. Whitney re- 
ceived 180,096, a plurality for Mr. Draper 
of only 1941. In 1906 Mr. Draper polled 
200,747, while E. Gerry Brown of Brock- 
ton, the Democratic candidate that year, 
poiied 191,138, a plurality of 9609 ie 
the Republican candidate. 

In 1907 there was such a mix-up of 
the Democratic party and the Independ- 
ence League that no normal figures can 
be given. Quite a large number of Re- 
publicans voted the league ticket. George 
A. Schofield of Ipswich, the Democratic 
candidate for Lieutenant-Governor, 
polled 82,709; E. Gerry Brown of Brock- 
ton, that year representing the Inde- 
pendence League, received 84.650, while 
Mr. Draper polled 173,619. The Repub- 
lican vote that year was abnormally 
small by reason of the fact that the split 
in the Democratic party made it unnec- 
essary for Republicans to make a cam- 
paign. In 1008, however, Mr. Draper as

But it is probable that neither Cook 
nor Peary will write the final book on 
polar discovery. The explorer and the 
historian are utterly diverse types of 
men, and it will take a great historian to 
write the complete history of Arctic and 
Antarctic exploration. Here is a chance 
for a great book by a great historian. 
The work would cover a period from the 
days of John Davis, William Baffin and 
Henry* Hudson to the days of Greely, 
Nansen, Peary and Cook. Such heroic 
characters as Kane, Sir John Franklin, 
Nordenskjold and Captain Ross would 
supply characters of gigantic historic 
size. They would compare favorably 
with Parkman’s heroes—such men as La 
Salle and Champlain. The old historic 
themes have been 80 exhausted that 
when a modern historian feels an im- 
pulse to write he writes another history 
of England. But here is a_ new, big 
theme waiting for the new, big historian 
who is equal to it. Let him step forth 
and do his duty. 

It is now often said that the world 
has been entirely explored, and the long 
era of discovery that stretches from the 
days of Columbus to the days of Peary 
and Cook has now been brought to a 
culmination. But Columbus was fol- 
lowed by MageHan, perhaps the greatest 
explorer of all time, whose ship was

This ‘will be the feat of the next great 
explorer and discoverer. It will be found 
that the diseavery of the poles (for. of 
course the south pole will now be found 
in a few years at most) ‘will not put 
an end to ‘explorations. Geographical! 
research will take on a new intensity, 
and kindred studies, like astronomy, 
geology, biology and anthropology, will 
receive a new impetus. 
always leads to innumerable other dis- 
eoveries; and if the newly discovered 
pole should turn out to be as useless a 
possession as some predict, yet the im- 
petus that its discovery will give to the 
thought of man in countless fields of re- 
search will prove of incalculable benefit 
to the world. 


And right here can be inferred the 
good that may be accomplished by public 
libraries in posting, or publishing, lists 
of books bearing upon current themes. 
It is sometimes urged that these lists 
are not consulted, awaken a very luke- 
warm interest, and do little good. But 
it should be remembered that one book 
read and understood may lead a man 
to the end of the world and to the be- 
ginning of time. 

Thus a man, who reads a work on 
polar exploration, taken from a_ public 
library’s list, will become interested in 
previous explorations; the history. of the 
great explorers and adventurers; the 
early discoveries and the state of the 
world that prompted them. He is now 
fairly launched in universal history, and, 
of course, must learn more or less of 
ethnology, philology, art and literature. 
So one book may take him everywhere. 
A man who once becomes thoroughly in- 
terested in one book of‘real worth hg& 
launched himself upon an_ intellectual 
journey that reaches around the world 
and perhaps out among the stars; which 
stretches from the indefinite past far out 
into a more indefinite future. A public 
library is doing a bigger thing than 
some people appreciate when it calls a 
man’s attention to a book. 


A list of books published.by a public 
library on polar exploration, or on air 
flight, may not be any better than a 
thousand other lists of books that might 
be published. But it is an _ epochal 
period in a man’s life when he really 
becomes interested in a book. He is li-

Mr. Ufford also showed plans of three 
new loop lines about the city of Boston, 


one to connect the Mattapan station of 
ithe New 


York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroad with the Clarendon Hills station 
on the Providence division, a distance 
of only a little over half a mile, but 
which would afford a crosstown line from 
Dorchester to West Roxbyry. 

The second loop cuts across the 
Blue Hill reservation, and the’ third 
from the Readville station through Can- 
ton and Stoughton around to Braintree.

On these roofs, far 
above the noise and bustle of the street and away from the confusion 
of the store, the employees eat, spending their time in actual enjoy- 
ment and comfort rather than seeking luncheon elsewhere through 
the crowded streets. Books and magazines are also provided in 
these places, giving the girls a chance to spend their hour in ‘quiet 
reading if they so desire. 

It is safe to say that the emplovers who provide these facilities 
are rewarded for their forethought by a larger degree of interest in 
the work assigned to their various employees, and, 
that the effort combines both philanthropy and good business fore- 
sight, these resting places, we are told, are frequently provided with 
bulletin boards that display general information of instructive inter- 
est to the employee. Questions that tend to unsettle the friendly 
relationship existing between employer and employee seldom, if ever 
intrude themselves into establishments where the management 1 takes 
so large a degree of interest in the employees’ personal welfare.

They wish to see 
it quenched, excluded, eliminated, at least 
far as it appears in a form to compel 
their attention. And the attitude of such 
people is worthy of much greater deference 
on the part of municipal authorities than tt 
has thus far received, for the personal taste 
that rebels at the intrusion of exaggerated, 
or grotesque, or even so-called “artistic” signs amid the architecture 
that is the city’s chief means of beauteous expression is very hkely 
of a sort to lead the city as a whole away from whatever 1s ugly. 

But it may be that recent progress away from excess in the 
display of signs in our city has been more extensive and more rapid, 
than all of us have realized. Only a few years ago business struc- 
tures of all kinds, from oftice buildings to department stores, were 
often almost covered with examples of the sign painter's skill. Even 
the more dignified firms thought it only natural to have not merely 
the firm name but the line of trade indicated in such characters 
that he who ran, even though he were a block away, might read 
plainly ; and small shops, agencies and offices were fairly hidden by 
gorgeous paint. 

Things are ditferent now. Ofhce buildings are often without 
signs of any kind other than a few lines in gilt on the window glass. 
Department stores and high: grade retailers leave it to the newspa- 
pers to identify their goods w ith their tirm name, and make a display 
on their buildings hardly more obtrusive than a doorplate on a . 
vate residence. Thus our merchants evolve dignity in trade and the 
city’s architecture 1s more and more left to do its perfect work. 
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
